“3. A third class of evils have 
origin in the fact that for many years 
there has been no law or government in 
Samoa other than native custom outside 
the limits of the municipality. Murder and 
other serious crimes thave remained un- 
punished when committed by persons of 
rank, and the supreme court and the 
nominal government at Mulinuu have 
deen equally powerless to exert any 
force. 

“ “4. The insufficient enforcement of the 
customs regulations has allowed unscru- 
Pulous traders to distribute large numbers 
of arms among a native population rent 
by political 1 and ready to fight 
both one another and Europeans.’ 

“To meet the first of these evils wea 
have temporarily abolished the Kingship 
and recommend that it be permanently 
abolished. The action which we have 
taken in the matter does not appear to 
have aroused any hostile féeling among 
the natives. 

“No doubt many great chiefs regret that 
they will no longer have an opportunity 
of gratifying their ambitions and indulg- | 
ing that passion for rank and ceremony 
which is innate in the breast of every 
Samoan. : 

“But even the chiefs have acqulesced in 
the change; some of the most important 
have stated that they think it js for the 
good of Samoa and we belleve that the 
population unless worked on by extrane- 
ous influences (which is unhappily not im- | 
possible) will assent to the abolition | 
without a murmur and with ut regret. 

“Every white man. German, English 
and American alike, who has given evi- 
dence before the commission—with the 
exception of one or two lawyers who had 
interest in the case—has recommended 
that the commission do away with the 
kingshin and we may also refer to the 
opinion of Sir E. Malet, recorded in the 
protocols of the conference of Berlin. and | 
of Mr. Bates in his report on Samoa. 


No Good in the Kingship. 

“It seems impossible to say of the 
fice any good whatever. It is 
tively modern as an institution. It ser- 
ved no useful purpose. In recent years 
at any rate the king had no authority 
or practical] power to collect taxes beyond 
the limits of the municipality, and within 
those limits his authority was 
flous. The greater part of the population 
was to all intents and purposes in per- 
manent rebellion against him, and the 
mere fact that orders were issued 
through him was liable to provoke 
obedience in many districts. 

“Further, it seemed 
vise any plan by 
or even peaceful 
cured. 

“The kingship depends on the 
of certain titles by certain districts, 
are in the gift, not of-the whole popula- 
tion, but of small bodies of electors. The 
principle that the majority of the vote 
bestows the title is not accepted and 
gist of all ‘‘the laws and customs of Sa- 
moa,’’ is that there is nothing to prevent 
two candidates from being duly elected 
king at the same time. 

“Formerly the claims of such rivals 
were decided by force of arms, but the 
framers of the act of Berlin, Who evi- 
dently thoroughly understood 
customs and practice in this matter, 
laid down that ‘questions respecting / the 
rightful appointment of king shall/ not 
lead to war, but shall be presented for 
decisidn to the chief justice of Samoa.’ 

“Recent experience has unhappily 
proved that an attempt to settle the 
Question in this way also leads to war, 
and we are therefore strongly of the 
opinion that the only chance of prevent- 
ing such dissensions in the future, {s to 
abolish the office which provokes them. 
In the place of the kingship, we propose 
to create a system of native government 
analogous to that which works success- 
fully in Fiji. The islands will be divided 
into a certain administrative districts 
corresponding as nearly as possible with 
those recignized by Samoan usage, for 
each of which a chief will be responst- 
ble, and these chiefs will meet annually 
at a place in a native council to discuss 
such matters as interest them, and make 
recommendations to the administrator

They returned yesterdat¥ 
to Clarkesville. Chancellor HTll will visit 
Athens each Saturday during August. and 
on September Ist will move his family 
to this city. 

Two hours were spent by the new chan- 
cellor vesterday morning in consultation 
with the eight members of the faculty 
now in Athens. The meeting was a most 
pleasant one and a number of plans for 
better work in the university were dis- 
cussed, 

Chancellor Hill held an {nformal recep- 
tion vesterday at noon in his ‘office in 
science hail, and a large delegation of 
citizens, headed by Mayor Smith, called 
upon him. He appreciated their call 
very much and made a few happy re- 
marks.

In order to further this move- 
ment the class of 1870, of which the new 
chancellor was a member, which hoids 
its third reunion in 199, will take special 
measures to disseminate an invitation for 
such a gathering. and it is understood 
that the class of 1888 and the class of 18% 
will each hold a reunion here next com- 
mencement. . The chancellor hopes that 
this will overflow the hospitalitv) and 
the hotel accommodations of Athens and 
render it necessary to hold a regular 
summer encampment on the cammus. 


As to Denominational Colleges. 


Chancellor Hill expressed himself as he- 
ing highly pleased at the relations he bhe- 
lieves will hereafter exist between the 
educational institutions of the chureh and 
the Universitv of Georgia. Nothing has 
given him more pleasure than to note 
the indorsement of the action of the 
board of trustees in making him a chan- 
cellor by The Weslevan Christian Advo- 
cate and The Christian Index. Very warm 
personal relations exist hetween Chancel- 
lor Hill and Presidents Pollock, of Mer- 
cer, and Dowman, of Emory, and Bishop 
Candler has bidden the new chancellor 
godspeed in his work.

JUDGE HAMMOND'S — 


RLOQUENT WORDS 


Delivered Forceful Address Last Night 
at Trinity Church. 


HE TALKED OF CHARACTER 


Pointed Out the Many Bad Effects 
of Too Much Wrong Thinking. 


VATIONS SEEK TO GAIN AN. ADVANTAGE 


Judge Hammond Asserts That Popu- 
lar Sentiment, That ‘Nothing 
Succeeds Like Success.” 


—_—_—_———_— 


Judge Willlam R. HMammond delivered 
an eloquent and forceful address last 
night at Trinity chutch before a large 
congregation. The address was one that 
Judge Hammond made before the alumni 
of the state university the latter part of 
June, and it was delivered last night by 
special request, 

The sudject of the discours3a Was, 
‘Thought Affecting Life and Char- 
acter." Judge Hammond discussed char- 
acter in a clear and interesting manner 
and said, among other things, that the 
times presented a number of object les- 
sons of the bad effects of wrong think- 


ing. 

He held that every man is the bullder 
of his own character and that one of the 
evils of the day !s that men are becom- 
ing more and more imbued with the 
thought that whatever stands in the way 
of their ambition must go down. 

He said that man’s thinking is respon- 
sible for his life, but that man alone ls 
responsible for his thinking and dis- 
cussed several other interesting points 
in connection with the subject. 

In part he spoke as follows: 

“Man is a thinking being, 
with high attributes of reason and judg- 
ment, which distinguish him from all 
other forms of life, and lift him infinite.y 
above them, We must consider what 
duty he is under in reference to the 
right or wrong use of these powers, and 
whether there not here a moral obil- 
gation of fundamental and vital import- 
ance, 

“The right to use of our mental powers 
is of essential and vital importance, for 
‘as a man thinketh tin hig heart, so ts he.’ 
The intellectual lffe of man is his real 
life. It is his thinking that makes or 
unmakes him, He must understand this 
truth, and hig conception of it must bs 
Clear and definite, and he must hold him- 
Self well in hand with a strong and 
Steady grasp, or else he will become lia- 
bie to drift away from the right line 
Of progresé, and drifting, to make ship- 
wreck of life; and thus fail to achieve 
himself that high destiny, the out- 
COme aione of right thinking, which con- 
Sists, not In brilllant achievement. por 
in the mere attainment of what the 
world calls but in the 
attainment and conscious posse 
a full, rich, well-poised and thoroughiy 
balanced character, the highest possible 
result of human endeavor, and its only 
true and lasting reward.
